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The county commissioners will 
hold a public hearing on the Mas¬ 
ter Plan on Thursday, September 
10, at the Greenbelt Municipal 
Building. GHI is urging its mem¬ 
bers to attend and will be sending 
out circulars. 

On the perimeter road, the GHI 
board expressed concern about the 
road being near existing homes. It 
urged that the road follow a route 
which would provide maximum 
reasonable distance from the homes. 
It also recommended that the 
rights-of-way be limited to 80 feet 
and that only two lanes be paved. 
The College Park-Greenbelt Master 
Plan designates the perimeter road 
as having 30-100 foot right-of-way. 

The GHI position was reached 
only after some extended discus¬ 
sion. Some members of the board 
felt that nothing should be done to 
weaken the effort to assure a peri¬ 
meter road. David Lange pointed 
out that the time to secure maxi¬ 
mum land for future roads is now - 
before the land is developed. 

Another viewpoint was expressed 
by Alex Chavrid, who opposed the 
perimeter road. He said it would 
only help to support high-density 
development of parcel 1 and 2, Con¬ 
sequently, he voted against the en¬ 
tire policy position of GHI, though 
he conceded that he favored the 
rest of the recommendations. Di¬ 
rector Katherine Keene remarked. 
“This is like throwing out the baby 
with the dirty bath water." 

A middle group on the board, 
headed by Charles Schwan and Nat 
Shinderman, felt that the different 
views could be reconciled by spel¬ 
ling out more precisely the concern 
of GHI with the perimeter road, 
and this viewpoint prevailed in the 
final language. 

With regard to the senior high 
school, the board decided to make 
clear that while it considered the 
parcel 2 site entirely unsuitable, it 
did recognize “that to meet the ed¬ 
ucational needs of the children of 
Greenbelt and the surrounding 
community a senior high school 
should be located on a suitable 
site." 

Reception Is Planned 
For Former Residents 

One of the highlights of the up¬ 
coming Labor Day Festival will be 
a reception for former residents 
of Greenbelt. Sponsored by the 
Golden Age Club, this affair will be 
held from 1 p.m. to 4 p.m. on Sat¬ 
urday, September 5, in the lower 
level of the new Greenbelt Li¬ 
brary.

Nixon Note Commends 
Labor Day Festival 

In a letter dated August 19 to 
Congressman Lawrence J. Hogan, 
who will be parade marshall for 
the Greenbelt Labor Day festival, 
President Nixon said, “I hope that 
you will commend those who take 
part in this highly motivated ob¬ 
servance, and thank them for their 
role in the work of national pros¬ 
perity and progress." 


Furthermore, he did not see any 
prospects for a drop in heating ex¬ 
penditures, which are running 
$14,000 over budget so far. The 
boiler plants have been converted 
to #2 oil, he said, and experience 
to date indicates that such oil 
uses more gallons than the #6 oil. 
In addition, the price of fuel oil is 
on the rise. 

The corporation is also facing a 
rise in waste collection charges, 
which the city hiked in July from 
$2.50 to $3.25 per unit per month. 

Breashears was directed by the 
board to bring in some projections 
by the September 24 meeting of 
what the excess of expenditures 
over estimates might be by the end 
of the year . He was also asked 
to review the budget for the rest 
of the year with a view to affecting 
economies. 

Survey Reports 

The board received a series of 
survey reports from management 
dealing with the status of sheds, 
status of maintenance calls, and 
the effects of the newly-constructed 
drain laterals on drainage condi¬ 
tions in the townhouses. 

The survey of sheds revealed ap¬ 
proximately 366 members with ille¬ 
gal sheds throughout GHI, of whom 
50 had more than one violation. 
The types of violation included 
sheds that needed painting or doors 
(96), sheds improperly placed (72), 
sheds exceeding size (44), sheds 
covering doors or windows (14), 
and sheds with poor workmanship 
(16). There were also 95 sheds 
cited that would need special ap¬ 
proval by the corporation. Letters 
are being sent out to violators. 

In a related matter, the board 
reluctantly refused a request for 
exception of a shed which exceeded 
size regulations. However, it ex¬ 
pressed appreciation for the mem¬ 
bers' cooperation and asked man¬ 
agement to do whatever it could 
to affect a solution. 

Maintenance Calls 

An analysis of maintenance calls 
revealed a considerable number 
that are not acted upon promptly 
but are set aside for future action.

These calls are mainly of a capital 
outlay nature dealing with gutters, 
floors, siding, sidewalks, windows, 
frames, porch roofs, and swales. 
Management intends to do them as 
part of the capital improvement 
program and is thus building up a 
backlog for contract work. 

In many cases, however, the 
backlog of items has extended over 
a six-month period. The board 
asked that individual members with 
long-awaiting requests be notified 
in mail of the delay. Engineering 
Superintendent Dave Kane stated 
that calls which deal with utilities 
(electricity, plumbing, etc.) have 
priority and are handled promptly. 

Drain Laterals 

A survey of the effect of the 
drain laterals reveals some im¬ 
provement in drainage conditions 
in the new townhouses, but man¬ 
agement felt that the real test 
will not come until storm doors are 
installed for the passageways. The 
board adopted a recommendation 
of the maintenance committee that 
such doors be installed at each end 
of passageways, with members hav¬ 
ing an option as to type of door and 
method of payment. 

The board also adopted another 
recommendation of the mainten¬ 
ance committee that GHI accept 
responsibility as a long-range pro¬ 
ject for heavying up the electrical 
service from the service entrances 
to the trough. The cost would be 
about $200 per unit. Pepco has re¬ 
sponsibility for bringing the power 
to the service entrances and mem¬ 
bers have the responsibility for 
taking the power from the trough 
to the units. The capital improve¬ 
ment program has already expend¬ 
ed $7,380 for this purpose fotf 
eight buildings. 

Parking Recommendations 

The GHI board accepted a num¬ 
ber of parking committee recom¬ 
mendations. It postponed action on 
a parking request for 15 Laurel 
Hill until the city completed its 
reconstruction and pavement work 
on Laurel. It asked the by-laws

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Best Interests of All 

To the Editor: 

During the past few weeks there 
has been increased citizen concern 
over the Greenbelt Senior High 
School. For the first time in my 
memory, several citizens are speak¬ 
ing out in favor of a senior high 
school on any site in Greenbelt, 
even on parcel 2, if need be. Last 
week we also learned of citizen 
concern over parcel 15 as a choice. 

1 think this citizen concern and 

resulting interaction is good. A 
healthy discussion of citizen de¬ 
sires on this issue will do us no 
harm. I am impelled, however, to 
give an overall prespective to the 
question. 

One year ago, effbrts to remove 
the proposed school from parcel 2 
had ceased. The City was resigned 
to its construction and indeed was 
negotiating with the school board 
over various aspects of site plan¬ 
ning. The school board had inform¬ 
ed the City that it was not their 
responsibility (the school board’s) 
to improve Landfill road to the 
school site. “They were in the 
business of building schools, not 
roads,” they stated. 

Early in 1970 the MNCPPC re¬ 
jected the school board site plan 
because of inadequate access to the 
school. At about the same time, 
WSSC informed the school board 
that their plans for sewer connec¬ 
tions were not feasible, the alter¬ 
native was prohibitive as to cost, 
and that the only possibility would 
be a portable sewage treatment 
plan for the high school. 

These three items: 1) The state 
cf negotiations between City and 
school board over access roads and 
sidewalk, 2) the MNCPPC disap¬ 
proval of school board site plan, 
and 3) the WSSC recommendation 
— were the impetus for renewed 
citizen effort to change what they 
knew from the beginning was a 
poor choice. It became increasing¬ 
ly clear that it was not only a poor 
site, but that a high school could 
not be built there. 

The Save Our Community Com¬ 
mittee spearheaded the renewed ef¬ 
fort. They informed the citizens 
of the recent development, they pe¬ 
titioned Council to urge reconsid¬ 
eration, they enlisted varied Green¬ 
belt and countywide support for 
the effort, they provided much leg- 
work in pushing SJR-81 through 
the last session of the Maryland 
Legislature, and more recently 
they coordinated the successful 
campaign to convince the County 
Commissioners to delete funds for 
the high school from the capital 
budget. 

Bringing us up to the present 
time, it is precisely the success of 
these efforts which has generated 
the latest discussion on the school 
site choice. 

At last City Council meeting, 
(8/17/70) the Council made a choice 
for high school on parcel 15, when 
all they had to do was urge re¬ 
moval of the high school from 
parcel 2. I argued, at the time 
that this unnecessary and untimely 
choice by Council would only an¬ 
tagonize certain citizens in the 
Lakeside area concerned about 
raffle. The City Council, not 
known for their adroitness, went 
ahead and precipitated what might 
become a divisive element in the 
upcoming critical period. 

What Council should have done 
was to simply urge removal of the 
proposed school site from parcel 

2 and schedule an early meeting 
to discuss alternative sites. It was 
stated at the meeting that the City 
Manager had collected data on al¬ 
ternative sites. The Council and 
citizens should have the benefit of 
this data. 

The following actions would 
seve the best interest of all of 
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To the Lakeside citizens and Cit¬ 
izens Association. Please do not 
act rashly to jeopardize the tireless 
efforts of many to remove the 
school from parcel 2. 

To the City Council. Schedule an 
early meeting, prior to the Sept. 
10th Master Plan Hearing and 
change your recommendation to 
simply read remove from parcel 2 
and seriously discuss alternative 
sites in preparation for the Sept. 
29 hearing by the School Board, 
To all Citizens. Please petition the 
public officials concerned to find a 
suitable site for a high school in 
Greenbelt: 

On a site served by major arter¬ 
ies both for the convenience of 
those requiring transportation and 
to minimize the impact on the ex¬ 
isting community; 

On a site served by adequate 
sewer and water facilities. The in¬ 
creasing hazards we face in pro¬ 
tecting our environment militate 
against the use of temporary sew¬ 
age treatment. 

On a site that enhances rather 
than does harm to the original plan 
of Greenbelt, so that the school 
can truly honor the man for which 
it will be named, in whose admini¬ 
stration the planned community of 
Greenbelt was created.

The property will be part of

committee, which has been recent¬ 
ly organized with Mat Amberg as 
chairman. to consider by-law 
changes that might enable the en¬ 
forcement of GHI parking regula¬ 
tions. 

The board agreed to have a $500 
preliminary architectural study 
made of the corporation’s mainten¬ 
ance and administrative facilities 
with a view to enlarging the pres¬ 
ent facilities on Hamilton PI. The 
board hopes to receive a report giv¬ 
ing cost estimates for plans by bud¬ 
get time. 

The board voted to engage a new 
carrier — Mass Mutual — for its 
employee hospitalization and maj¬ 
or medical coverage, subject to ap¬ 
proval of the employees. An attrac¬ 
tive feature is a guarantee of rates 
for 27 months. 

The board voted to donate $60 to 
the Labor Day Festival, part of 
which would be for sponsorship of 
a Festival Queen. Director Kath¬ 
erine Keene opposed on grounds 
that the Festival Queen Contest 
extols the wrong attributes of wom¬ 
en. Director Tom White disagreed, 
saying that the Contest was intend¬ 
ed to judge the various qualifica¬ 
tions of contestants and that the 
sponsors were interested in well- 
rounded individuals. GHI presi¬ 
dent Nat Shinderman hurriedly 
ended the discussion by saying he 
didn't want to enlarge upon the 
topic. 

The next meeting of the GHI 
board will be on Thursday, Sep¬ 
tember 17.

The base course of pavement for 
Gentry Drive was laid on Satur¬ 
day.

The actual re¬ 
placement period may take up to 
two or three years, the city an¬ 
nounced, with the most damaged 
sections receiving first priority. 

The sidewalk between the lake 
parking lot and the Municipal Ser¬ 
vices Bldg, is complete, except for 
a stairway to ascend the steep 
bank. On August 31 the city crew 
laid sod on the bank slopes. Ear¬ 
lier they had seeded the newly 
graded area over the storm sew¬ 
ers at the bay end of the lake. An¬ 
other crew graveled shoulders of 
Crescent Rd. near the fire station. 

The Parks crew trimmed the 
hedge alongside the Coop super¬ 
market and sprayed for poison ivy 
throughout the city. 

The gymnasium floor at the 
Youth Center has been refinished 


to be completed by mid-1974. and the room reopened for use.

DRIVER EDUCATION 

Approximately 12,000 Prince Ge¬ 
orges County senior high school

Students of 
Parkdale and Northwestern Senior 
High Schools will use it for one 
phase, along with the other three 
phases of classroom study, simula¬ 
tion, and on-the-road behind-the- 
v.’heel training. 

Maryland law stipulates that in 
order to obtain a driver’s license 
all Maryland residents under IS 
years of age must complete a state 
approved driver education course. 
Students enrolled in such a course 
in the schools must be at least 15 
years, 6 months old.

In the smallest room of our 
house, I recently leafed idly through 
a copy of a popular digest maga¬ 
zine. The humorous anecdotes, as 
usual, were rather amusing and 
faintly familiar. There was the 
customary article entitled some¬ 
thing like ‘The Enemy Within,’" 
which warned of unsuspected dan¬ 
gers lurking in the Government.

Every¬ 
body was dreadfully poor, natural¬ 
ly, but so happy, so clean, so hon¬ 
est, so uncomplaining. Sunshine 
streamed through the cracked but 
shiny windows of the well-scrubbed 
tenement house. Polite little chil¬ 
dren skipped happily to school in 
their well-darned clothes and 
brought home glorious report cards 
to their loving, forever-afterly wed¬ 
ded parents. 

I never thought there was any 
place I would rather live than 
Greenbelt, but I admit I was temp¬ 
ted to move, especially when I 
found out that the rent in this 
Eden was $5 a month. But every 
Paradise has its serpent. This one 
was on the front cover of the mag¬ 
azine, and it showed the date to be 
1939! 

Regretfully, I must admit that I 
can remember 1939, and, though I 
daresay there might have been 
$5 apartments, I don’t recall quite 
that much sweetness and light 
abounding in those days. 

Armed with my new knowledge, 
I now went on to the new inven¬ 
tion articles. Here were wonders 
indeed! A device which could de¬ 
tect aircraft by registering waves; 
a machine which recorded sound on 
tape; a mass-produced instrument 
which could receive televised pic¬ 
tures in the home. But my very 
favorite was a suit of clothing for 
men called a “slack suit.” This 
washable two-piece garment, in 
daring shades of tan and light 
blue, was predicted to free men 
from the tyranny of dark wool 
suits in the summer. 

That was 1939, my friends; not 
a very good year really, but it was 
great fun realizing how much has 
changed since then and how much 
has stayed the same. 

Hey, do you suppose those cas¬ 
ual clothes for men will really 
catch on ? 


Mandatory Dedication 
Benefits Taxpayers 

The first results of the “Manda¬ 
tory Dedication or Fee-In-Lieu of 
Dedication” amendment to the Sub¬ 
division Regulations were reaped 
by Prince Georges County taxpay¬ 
ers during the month of August 
as the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission re¬ 
ceived $3,069 to be used for park 
acquisition and 19,000 square feet of 
land to be used as parkland. 

Signed into law in April by the 
Prince Georges County Board of 
Commissioners, the Fee-In-Lieu of 
Dedication Subdivision Amendment 
requires that in all single-family 
subdivision cases, five percent of 
the land to be subdivided has to be 
set aside for park purposes. In 
multiple-family subdivisions ten 
percent of the land is required to 
be dedicated to serve the residents 
of the area. 

If, after review of the subdivi¬ 
sion, it is determined by the Prince 
Georges County Planning Board 
that dedication of the parkland is 
not desirable, a fee equal to five 
percent of the assessed valuation of 
the land being subdivided is re¬ 
quired in lieu of the dedication. 

It is anticipated that over a per¬ 
iod of years the fee-in-lieu of dedi¬ 
cation amendment to the Subdivi¬ 
sion Regulations will be a valuable 
tool for adding substantial acreage 
to parkland in Prince Georges 
County.

Karate Demonstration 

On Sunday, September 6, at 6 
p.m.

The demonstration will include 
techniques such as the Basic Art 
Forms and Self Defense for women 
by his wife Pamela, who is a Gold 
Belt with only three months train¬ 
ing Also included will be Tourna¬ 
ment Fighting techniques, defense 
against multiple attacks, and break¬ 
ing of boards and cinder blocks. 
Wayne Booth, recently promoted to 
Black Belt, will demonstrate a fan¬ 
tastic aerial breaking technique af¬ 
ter jumping over five persons. Holt 
emphasizes that the breaking tech¬ 
niques are simply to show the pow¬ 
er and speed obtainable through 
learning and applying the most im¬ 
portant factor in Karate - concen¬ 
tration and control of the mind. 
“Contrary to popular belief break¬ 
ing is not what Karate is all about.” 

The highlight of the demonstra¬ 
tion will be defenses against knife 
attacks given by Holt with the as¬ 
sistance of his brother, John Holt, 
who is presently a Green Belt. He 
will also show how an ordinary 
belt and the controversial Ko-Budo 
Nunchucka are used as effective 
defensive weapons. 

A drawing will be held after the 
demonstration for a free introduc¬ 
tory course, which includes three 
lessons, a uniform and patch, and 
a carrying bag.
